Be  it  enacted  by  the  Himachal  Pradesh  Legislative  A ssembly  in  the  Nine  * 
teenth  Year  of  the  Republic  of  India  as  follows 

1.  Short  title,  extent  and  commeiicemeiit.~(l)  This  Act  may  be  called 
the  Himachal  Pradesh  Board  of  School  Education  Act,  1968.  .

3.  Incorporation  of  the  Board.— (1)  The  Government  shall  establish, 
by  notifiations1 2 3  in  the  Official  Gazette,  a Board  of  School  Education  for 
Himachal  Pradesh  with  effect  from  such  date  as  may  be  specified  in  the 
notification. 

(2)  The  Board  shall  be  a body  corporate  by  the  name  of  the  Board 
of  School  Education  for  Himachal  Pradesh  and  shall  have  perpetual  succes- 
sion and  a common  seal  with  power  to  acquire  and  hold  property  both  movable 
and  immovable,  and,  subject  to  the  provisions  made  under  this  Act,  to 
transfer  any  property  held  by  it  and  to  contract  and  to  do  all  other  things 
necessary  for  the  purposes  of  its  constitution  and  may  sue  or  be  sued  in  its 
corporate  name,

6.  Terms  of  office  of  Members  and  filling  of  Casual  Vacancies.— (1)  The 
term  of  the  office  of  members  other  than  ex  officio  members  shall  ordinarily 
be  three  years  :

place  he  has  been  so  elected, nominated  or  co-opted  and  no  longer.

ritles.— Subject  to  the  provisions  contained  in  section  7,  no  act  or  proceeding 
of  the  Board  or  a Committee  thereof  shall  be  invalid  merely  by  reason  of 
the  existence  of  a vacancy  among  its  members  or  by  reason  of  a defect  in 
its  constitution  or  an  irregularity  in  procedure  not  affecting  the  merits  of  the 
case.  '

11.  Powers  of  the  Government. — (1)  The  Government  shall  have  the 
right  to  address  the  Board  with  reference  to  anything  conducted  or  done  by 
the  Board  and  to  communicate  to  the  Board  its  views  on  any  matter  with 
which  the  Board  is  concerned. 

(2)  The  Board  shall  report  to  the  Government  such  action,  if  any,  as 
proposes  to  take  or  has  taken  upon  the  communication  received  under  sub- 
section (1)  and  shall  furnish  an  explanation  if  it  fails  to  take  action  . 

(3)  If  the  Board  does  not,  within  a reasonable  time,  take  action  to  the 
satisfication  of  the  Government  with  reference  to  the  matter  on  which  a 
communication  has  been  received  under  sub-section  (1),  the  Government 
may,  after  considering  the  explanation,  if  any  furnished  or  representation 
made  by  the  Board,  issue  such  directions,  consistent  with  this  Act,  as  it  may

(5)  The  Government  may,  by  order  in  writing  specifying  the  reasons 
therefor,  suspend  the  execution  of  any  resolution  or  order  of  the  Board  and 
prohibit  the  doing  of  any  act  ordered  ojr  purporting  to  be  ordered,  to  be  done 
by  the  Board,  if  the  Government  is  of  opinion  that  such  resolution,  order  or 
act  is  in  excess  of  the  powers  conferred  by  or  under  this  Act  upon  the  Board. 

(6)  Whenever  any  action  is  taken  by  the  Government  under  sub-sections 
(3),  (4)  or  (5),  a report  thereof  shall  be  laid  on  the  Table  of  the  Legislative 
Assembly  at  the  earliest  possible  opportunity  stating  the  reasons  for  such 
action. 

12.  ConstitutionofBoardFund.--- A Board  Fund  shall  be  constituted 
and  all  sums  received  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  Board  under  this  Act  or  otherwise 
shall  be  placed  to  the  credit  thereof. 

13.  Custody  and  investment  of  Board  Fund. — (1)  All  moneys  at  the 

credit  of  the  Board  Fund,  except  moneys  required  for  day-to-day  expendi- 
ture, shall  be  kept  in  the  current  or  savings  bank  account  with  a Scheduled 
Bank:  ' , 

Provided  that  nothing  in  this  section  shall  be  deemed  to  preclude  the 
Board  from  investing  such  moneys  as  are  not  required  for  immediate  expendi- 
ture in  any  of  the  Government  securities.  • 

(2)  Accounts  of  the  Board  with  a bank  may  be  operated  upon  by  the 
Secretary  of  the  Board  or  by  such  other  officer  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the 
Board.  ' . v . 

14.  Application  of  Board  Fund.— (1)  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  this 
Act,  the  Board  Fund  shall  be  appicable, — 

(1)  only  to  the  payment  of  the  charges  and  expenses  incidental  to 

the  several  matters  specified  in  this  Act  ; and 

(if)  to  any  other  purposes  for  which  by  or  under  this  Act  powers  are 
conferred  or  duties  imposed  upon  the  Board.  . 

(2)  The  annual  net  savings  shall  be  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  Govern- 
ment exclusively  for  the  development  of  school  education  in  Himachal 
Pradesh. 

X[15.  Annual  report  and  the  audit  of  the  accounts  of  the  Board. — (1) 
The  Board  shall  prepare  once  in  every  financial  year,  in  such  form  and  at 
such  time  as  may  be  directed  by  the  State  Government,  an  annual  report 
giving  a true  and  full  account  of  its  activities  during  the  previous 
financial  year.

16.  Contracts —All  contracts  in  writing  and  assurances  of  property  of 
the  Board  shall  be  signed  by  the  Secretary  on  behalf  of  the  Board  or  in  such 
other  manner  as  may  be  prescribed,  and  shall,  if  so  signed,  be  binding  on 
the  Board. 

17.  Officers  of  the  Board.-^-Subject  to  other  provisions  of  this  Act,  the
